In a surprising turnaround, the 
amount of carbon dioxide being 
released into the atmosphere in the 
U.S. has fallen dramatically to its 
lowest level in 20 years, and offi- 
cials say the biggest reason is that 
cheap and plentiful natural gas has 
led many power plant operators to 
switch from coal. 

In a little-noticed technical 
report, the U.S. Energy Informa- 
tion Agency said this month that 
total U.S. C02 emissions for the 
first four months of this year fell 
to about 1992 levels. While conser- 
vation efforts, the lagging economy 
and greater use of renewable energy 
are factors in the decline, the drop- 
off is attributed mainly to low-priced 
natural gas, the agency said.

KABUL, AFGHANISTAN 

Black Hawk Crash Kills 
7 Americans, 4 Afghans 

A U.S. military helicopter crashed during 
a firefight with insurgents in a remote 
area of southern Afghanistan on Thurs- 
day, killing seven Americans and four 
Afghans in one of the war’s deadliest 
air disasters. The Taliban claimed they 
gunned down the Black Hawk, but NATO 
forces said they could not confirm what

Ecuador Grants 
Assange Asylum 


Diplomatic standoff 
ensues as Britain 
balks at the deeision 

London 

He’s won asylum in Ecuador, but 
Julian Assange is no closer to get- 
ting there. 

The dramatic decision by the 
Latin American nation to identify 
the WikiLeaks founder as a politi- 
cal refugee is a symbolic boost for 
the ex-hacker, but legal experts say 
that does little to help him avoid 
extradition to Sweden on sexu- 
al assault allegations — and does 
much to drag Britain and Ecuador 
into an international face-off 

“We’re at something of an 
impasse,” extradition lawyer Rebec- 
ca Niblock said. “It’s not a question 
of law anymore. It’s a question of 
politics and diplomacy.” 

Ecuadorean Foreign Minister 


Ricardo Patino announced Thurs- 
day that he had granted politi- 
cal asylum to Assange, who has 
been holed up at the small, coastal 
nation’s embassy in London since 
June 19. He said Ecuador was tak- 
ing action because Assange faces a 
serious threat of unjust prosecution 
at the hands of U.S. officials. 

Assange praised Ecua- 
dor’s “courage” in a statement. 
WikiLeaks said he would make a 
statement outside Ecuador’s embas- 
sy Sunday, potentially offering 
police the chance to arrest him. 

British Foreign Secretary Wil- 
liam Hague said Britain will not 
allow Assange safe passage to Latin 
America. “There is no legal basis 
for us to do so,” he said. 

He said Assange was wanted 
in Sweden to answer allegations 
of “sexual offenses” and that the 
extradition had nothing to do with 
WikiLeaks or with the U.S. gonzalo

Julian Assange shot to international prominence in 2010 after he be- 
gan publishing on his WikiLeaks website a huge trove of American 
diplomatic and military secrets— including a quarter million U.S.

U.S. diplomats. Amid the ferment, two Swedish women accused him 
of sexual assault; he has been fighting extradition to Sweden since. 

Options for Escape 

Some supporters want Assange to be granted Ecuadorean citi- 
zenship and made a member of the embassy staff, so he would be 
protected by diplomatic immunity. He also could try to sneak past 
British police in disguise or be smuggled out of the embassy in a diplo- 
matic pouch— a tactic some embassies have employed, (ap)

Johannesburg 

South African police opened fire 
Thursday on a crowd of striking 
miners who charged a line of offi- 
cers trying to disperse them, killing 
some and wounding others in one 
of the worst shootings by officials 
since the apartheid era ended. 

Police declined to offer casual- 
ty figures at the Lonmin PLC mine 
near Marikana. However, the New 
York Times said the country’s main 
media agency reported 18 miners 
had been killed. 

The shooting happened Thurs- 
day after police failed to get the 
miners to hand over machetes and 
other weapons. Others began war 
chants and started marching, said 
Molaole Montsho, a journalist. 

The police opened up with a 
water cannon, then used stun gre- 


nades and tear gas to try to break 
up the crowd, Montsho said. 

Officers opened fire after a 
group of miners rushed at them. 

It was an astonishing develop- 
ment in a country that has been a 


model of stability since racist white 
rule ended in 1994. The shooting 
recalled images of white police fir- 
ing at protesters in the 1960s and 
’70s, but this was mostly black 
police firing at black miners, (ap) 


Lebanese Clan 
Claims It Seized 
Syrian Nationals 

Beirut 

A powerful Shiite Muslim clan in 
Lebanon claimed Thursday to have 
captured more Syrian nationals 
in retaliation for the seizure of a 
family member by rebels in Syria 
this week. 

Later in the day, the clan said 
it called off “military operations” 
and would halt abductions. 

The abductions have raised con- 
cerns that Syria’s civil war is spill- 
ing over into neighboring Lebanon, 
where deep rivalries have erupted 
into deadly violence. Lebanon has 
its own bitter history of a 15-year 
civil war, an explosive sectarian 
mix and deep divisions between 
pro- and anti-Syrian factions, (ap)

Seattle’s Felix Hernandez threw Major League Baseball’s third perfect game of the season 
Wednesday — a record — joining San Francisco’s Matt Cain and the White Sox’s Philip Humber. That 
means six of the 23 perfectos in baseball history have come since 2009. Little wonder this is being 
called the Decade of the Pitcher. Let’s look at six reasons why pitchers have become so dominant: 


The number 


Talent on the Mound 

Pitchers the likes of Jered Weaver, left, and 
Johan Santana are getting the best of the 
matchups again. Starting with 1995, the 
heart of the Steroids Era, the best three 
years for earned-run average are 2010-2012 — it’s 4.21 
this year, third best, according to STATS LLC. 


Fielding 

Thanks to comprehensive video recording systems at 
the ballparks, computers are churning out complex 
spray charts and helping track batter tendencies with 
precision. Seattle general manager Jack Zduriencik is a 
big proponent of runs saved by defense and maybe that 
helps explain why two of the Mariners’ four no-hitters in 
club history have come this season. 


Luck 

We’re not talking about players taking a seat far 
away from a pitcher with a no-no in progress. That’s 
superstition. We mean the call that goes a pitcher’s way 
— i.e. Carlos Beltran’s ball ruled foul but TV replays 
showed it clearly landed on the left field line in Santana’s 
no-hitter. Everyone can use a little luck now and then. 


Player Development 

Pitch limits. Cut fastballs. Better training techniques. The 
trend over the past decade has been to spend on building 
farm systems and developing pitchers from the draft — and 
then protecting those assets. Just look at the Nationals, 
who lead the NL East with a rotation topped by homegrown 
stars Stephen Strasburg and Jordan Zimmermann. 


Hitting 

Home runs are down. Runs are down. The fact is 
hitters often look overmatched these days. Opponents’ 
batting average (.260) has not been this low since 1995, 
according to STATS. In 2010 and ’ll it was .261. The .268 
in 2009 looks pretty good now. 



Drugs 


The suspension of San Francisco Giants All-Star outfielder 
Melky Cabrera on Wednesday shows the system is 
working. The gaudy numbers of the Steroids Era are gone, 
and while hitters weren’t the only ones cheating, pitchers

stop wondering why the chicken crossed the road. 

I have a funnier story about why I was too chicken to 
cross the road. Allow me to set the scene. It was a 
hot day — of course — in early August. I'd taken the 
Metro out to West Falls Church, bused to the Tysons- 
West Park Transit Station and walked nearly a mile 
along noisy, smelly streets to get to my destination. 


Or rather, a few yards away from 
my destination, Vienna’s Sheraton 
Premiere hotel, which claims on its 
website, “There are many reliable 
ways of arriving here.” 

Considering the horrendous 
traffic in Tysons, I’m not exactly 
sure which ways the hotel could 
possibly be referring to, but none 


of them are on foot. Although I’d 
passed a few stoplights on my way 
along Leesburg Pike, there wasn’t 
a single crosswalk, and as I head- 
ed toward the next intersection, I 
couldn’t find a walk signal there, 
either. I can sprint pretty fast, but 
there was no way I was going to 
dash across six lanes of traffic and 


a construction zone. 

The roadwork, part of Metro’s 
Silver Line project, is intended to 
eventually make the area more 
walkable. (Seriously, not a hard goal 
to reach.) In theory, this means I

across Leesburg 
Pike no problem. 

Unfortunately, 
I’d left my time 
machine at home, so 
I had to consider my 
remaining options.

The other was to head 
into Koons Tysons Toyota — which 
I’d kept walking past as I pondered 
my predicament — and ask if there 
was a secret way to make my move.

Suspect faces up to 
30 years for attack at 
downtown D.C. office 

Washington 

The man authorities say walked 
into the downtown D.C. offices of 
the Family Research Council and 
shot a security guard Wednesday 
morning was charged Thursday 
with assault with intent to kill 
while armed and interstate trans- 
portation of a firearm and ammu- 
nition, according to court filings 
and officials. 

Floyd Lee Corkins II, 28, of 
Herndon, appeared in U.S. District 


Court in D.C. on Thursday after- 
noon during a brief hearing before 
Magistrate Judge Alan Kay. Dur- 
ing the proceedings, which last- 
ed approximately 20 minutes, the 
judge ordered Corkins held with- 
out bond ahead of another hear- 
ing scheduled for Aug. 24. 

According to an FBI affidavit 
made public Thursday, Corkins 
walked into the lobby of the con- 
servative group’s headquarters 
shortly before 11 a.m. and encoun- 
tered the guard, Leonardo Reno 
Johnson. 

A law enforcement official 
familiar with the incident but not 
authorized to talk about it said Cor- 
kins asked to see someone Johnson

didn’t know. Johnson has worked 
at the Council for 11 years and 
became suspicious. Corkins said 
he had the name in his bag, bent 


down and pulled out a 9mm hand- 
gun, the official said. 

Corkins said, “I don’t like your 
politics,” according to the FBI affida- 
vit. He then shot at Johnson, the affi- 
davit said, and hit him in the arm. 

If convicted, Corkins could face 
prison sentences of up to 10 years 
on the federal firearms charge 
and up to 30 on the D.C. assault 
charge. 

D.C. Police Chief Cathy Lani- 
er credited Johnson with prevent- 
ing a tragedy by stopping Corkins 
from reaching the upstairs offic- 
es in the group’s six-story build- 
ing at Eighth and G streets NW.

A flare-up of injuries leave RGIII at risk 


The Redskins 

Robert Griffin III is the Redskins’ 
crown jewel, but right now, his protec- 
tion is the equivalent of a busted glass 
case with a broken alarm and a sleep- 
ing guard. 

Heading into Saturday’s preseason 
contest against Chicago, the Redskins’ 
offensive line is patchwork, to say the 
least. Injuries have riddled the line, 
making every snap that Griffin takes 
fraught with danger, as backups try to 
fill the void. 

Similar problems plagued the Red- 
skins last year, but, let’s face it, the well- 
being of Rex Grossman and John Beck 
wasn’t as important as keeping the face 
of the franchise upright. 

With tackle Trent Williams (foot), 
Chris Chester (ankle), Maurice Hurt 


(knee), Jammal Brown (hip) and Kory 
Lichtensteiger (knee) all banged up, 
Washington coach Mike Shanahan has 
had to make plenty of adjustments. 



“Yeah, it’s always disappointing 
when somebody goes down, but it’s the 
nature of the game,” Shanahan said.

and gaining enough weight to get back 
into lineman shape after contemplat- 
ing retirement. 

“Having to eat all day and go out 
to practice with a belly full of food can 
be difficult,” Black said. “But I think 
I’m headed in the right direction. I’ve 
knocked the rust off.” 

If there’s a plus, it’s that most of the 
linemen are expected back before the 
regular season begins, with the excep- 
tion of Brown, who remains on the 
physically unable to perform list. 

“I feel really positive about the 
progress I’m making,” Chester said.

ment wish list. 

“I came upon the realization that 
there’s always going to be a trade- 
off, whether that’s price, location 
or amenities,” says Bolton, 24, who 
works in Virginia as a government 
consultant. “I was really hoping for 
triple-digit rent, but the only way 
that was going to happen would 
be if I had roommates or lived in a 
stranger’s basement.” 

So Bolton opted to pay a higher 
rent in order to live on her own in 
close proximity to the Metro (a must, 
because she doesn’t have a car). 

“There’s a huge crunch right 
now for apartments,” says Bon- 
nie Casper, a sales associate with 
Coldwell Banker Residential Bro- 
kerage in Bethesda (301-718-0010, 
Cbmove.com) and the president of 
the Greater Capital Area Associa- 
tion of Realtors (Gcaar.com). When 
housing values took a nosedive in 
2008, D.C.-area residents shied 
away from purchasing condos and 
townhouses. That “put pressure on 
the rental business and is keeping 
prices high,” Casper says.

Renters may soon get some 
relief The Washington Post report- 
ed last week that 6,000 new rental 
units are set to open in the Wash- 
ington area by the end of this year, 
and some experts and analysts say 
that could ease the rise in month- 
ly rental payments. 

But finding an affordable place 
will still be tough. According to 
Delta Associates, which provides 
research services to the real estate 
industry, rents in newer buildings 
in the D.C. area with lots of ameni- 
ties average $1,861 a month for units 
of all sizes and have increased by 
3 percent over the past year, while 
rents for properties that are older 
and offer fewer amenities average 
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To find an apartment, 
use “a combination 
of high tech and word 
of mouth," says Bonnie 
Casper, a sales associate 
with Coldwell Banker 
Residential Brokerage in 
Bethesda and the president 
of the Greater Capital Area 
Association of Realtors. 
Searching Craigslist and 
Apartments.com can definitely 
yield results but so can strolling 
your desired neighborhood and 
actually walking into apartment 
buildings to inquire about 
vacancies. 

Benjamin Matekand his 
roommate used the Web, real 
estate agents and their own 
two feet to eventually land their 
Adams Morgan pad. “We walked 
around the neighborhoods we 
wanted to live in to see what was 
available," he says. 

Doing this can help first- 
timers find rentals that haven’t 
hit the market yet or that hidden 
gem in a small building that’s 
not being advertised in any other 
way but a “For Rent" sign in the 
window. 

Renters who are brand-new 
to the D.C. area might need 
extra help navigating through 
the region. Online research can 
help them get familiar with their 
new hometown, as can such 
apartment-finder services as 
Urban Igloo. Reaching outto 
their circle of friends can also 
lead to valuable tips and insight. 

“Everybody knows someone 
who lives in the D.C. area," says 
Debbie Kaplan, chief operating 
officer for apartment locater 
firm Urban Igloo. “So tap into 
those resources." (B.L.)

$1,580 per unit and have increased 
by 1.9 percent over the past year. 

Many first-time renters set 
out looking for a spacious, updat- 
ed, one-bedroom apartment in 
the heart of a happening ’hood. 
But the rent prices they encoun- 
ter may make them reassess their 
priorities. “Once reality hits, rent- 
ers are much more willing to com- 
promise,” Casper says. 

Where they make those compro- 
mises becomes the question. 

First-time renters may have 
dreams of a Dupont Circle address, 
but it’s important to keep an open 
mind when it comes to location. 
Look beyond Penn Quarter, Adams 
Morgan and Clarendon to such 
places as NoMa, Brookland and 
South Arlington. 

Bolton went with a studio in 
Crystal City, not normally a hot spot 
for the fresh-out-of-college set. 

“I liked the fact that it was very 
cosmopolitan, but in the evening 
it wasn’t as loud,” she says. “It still 
has good restaurants and a lot of 
green space.” 

If you’re just dying to live in a 
trendy neighborhood, you’ll get 
more for your money by sharing 
your space. 

“The most impactful way of 
reducing the price of rent is to con- 
sider a roommate,” says Rich Lau- 
letta, chief marketing officer of

apartment-finder service the DC 
Apartment Company (202-600- 
9500, Dcapartmentco.com). “Not 
everyone realizes that a two -bed- 
room is not twice as much as a one- 
bedroom.” 

Benjamin Matek, a 22-year- 
old American University grad, 
recently snagged a two-bedroom 
Adams Morgan apartment with 
his roommate. 

“If you want to live within the 
D.C. limits, and you’re not starting 
out with a salary of $80,000 a year, 
it’s definitely better to have a room- 
mate,” says Matek, who interns at 
the Carbon War Room, a D.C.-based 
nonprofit that works with entrepre- 
neurs to find market-driven solu- 
tions to climate change. 

Another easy way to shave 
money off your rent is to look for 
an older or not-so-tricked-out build- 
ing. As nice as it is to have a pool 
in the summer, it may be nicer to 
have the extra money you can save 
without fancy amenities. 

When renters find something 
that meets their criteria, they need 
to act fast. “We walked in with our 
application already filled out,” 
Matek says. “If you see something 
that you like, you have jump that 
day or you will probably miss out 
on it to someone else.” 

And if they don’t get that bal- 
cony they wanted or are living a 
mile from a Metro station, apart- 
ment amateurs can take comfort 
in the fact that they won’t be living 
in their first place forever. 

“Hopefully later in life I can 
get those kinds of things,” Matek 
says. “But for now, I was just happy 
to get something really basic.”

To Rent or to Buy? 

A new report shows that buying 
nnakes better sense financially than 
renting in the Washington area as long 
as you plan to stay in the honne an 
average of 3.5 years. 

Zillow analyzed the break-even 
point for 212 cities in the Washington 
metro area to determine how long 
you need to stay in a home for 
buying to become more financially 
advantageous than renting. 

The real estate company looked 
beyond the usual price-to-rent ratio 
and included costs associated with 
buying, such as down payment, 
mortgage versus rental payments, 
transaction costs, property taxes, 
utilities, maintenance costs and tax 
deductions. 

In the Washington metro area, the 
amount of time varies depending on 
where you live. 


3.5 years 

The average length of time a met- 
ro-area resident needs to stay in a 
home to make it worthwhile to buy 
instead of rent. In the District, it’s 
4.5years. (the Washington post) 


A homeowner in the District would 
break even after 4.5 years. 

A homeowner in Forest Fleights in 
Prince George’s County would break 
even after just 1.3 years, while a 
homeowner in Chevy Chase Village in 
Montgomery County wouldn't break 
even until 9.5 years. 

In Manassas, the magic number 
was 2.9 years, while a homeowner in 
McLean would have to wait 7.6 years. 

For the country as a whole, it made 
sense to buy if you planned to stay in 
a home at least three years. 

“Across most of the country, 
historic levels of affordability make 
buying a home a better decision than 
ever, especially considering rents 
have risen more than 5 percent over 
the past year," said Stan Flumphries, 
Zillow chief economist.

SMITHSONIAN FASHION BLOGGER, VINTAGE EAN 


On Threaded, the Smithsonian 
Institution’s nascent-yet-fasci- 
nating fashion blog, editor Emily 
Spivack unearths “You don’t say!” 
facts about some of the collection’s 
most notable clothing and costume 
artifacts (Blogs.smithsonianmag

Craft beer tends to have more 
complex flavors than such mass- 
produced varieties as Coors and 
Bud. That’s because they often fea- 
ture higher quality and more spe- 
cialty ingredients than those used 
by major brewers (who tend to just 
stick with trad hops, barley and 
malt). They’re turned out in small- 
er batches than the big guys, and 
offer a wider range of tastes. 

“There’s been a groundswell of 
interest and enthusiasm for craft 
beer locally,” says Greg Engert, 
beer director for the Neighborhood 
Restaurant Group, which includes 
14th Street brewtopia ChurchKey 
(1137 14th St. NW; 202-567-2576). 
“Since we opened in 2009, it’s 
spread out into the mainstream. 
Our crowd is so diverse.” 

Local breweries are also power- 
ing this hoppy revolution, includ- 
ing Port City Brewing Company in 
Alexandria and DC Brau in North- 
east, both founded in the past two

years. Other new Washington- 
area labels include 3 Stars, Blue- 
jacket and Chocolate City (which 
are only available at a handful of 
locations for now). We are awash 
in new brews. 

“I think D.C. looked inward and 
was like.

Beyond Pizza and Pretzels 

What sort of food goes with beer? Lots of pros say anything. “If 
it tastes good to you, then go for it,” advises Beeradvocate.com, managed 
by the publishers of Beer Advocate magazine. 

Still, here’s a foolproof guideline: “The complexity of your beershould 
match the complexity of yourfood,” says Kyle Griffin, a brewer at Capitol 
City Brewing Company’s Shirlington headquarters. So, if you’re eating a 
lighter meat such as chicken, open a lighter ale; more full-bodied and spicy 
foods go well with bolder beers such as IPAs, Griffin says. 

ChurchKey’s Greg Engert takes that logic a step further. He’s devised a 
list of characteristics that define certain types of beers —such as “crisp," 
“smoke,” “fruit & spice” and “tart & funky” — and then likes to mix and 
match the flavors with cuisine. “You determine the intensity [of the food], 
and then think about how to pair it,” Engert says. “You can harmonize and 
match flavors,” or do the opposite and opt for contrasting tastes. 

Some foods are naturals, though, such as cheese. Carolyn Stromberg 
— who holds beer and cheese tastings through the Cheese Course at 
Seasonal Pantry (1314 9th St. N W; Cheese-course.com) —favors Port City 
Porter paired with Comte, a French cow’s milk cheese. It’s a combo she says 
emphasizes the f romage’s nuttiness and the brew’s chocolate-y flavor. 

Tim Prendergast, the assistant beer director at Meridian Pint (3400 11th 
St. NW; 202-588-1075; Meridianpint.com) even likes suds with sweets, as in 
brownies with a raspberry fruit beer or an apple tart with an Imperial stout. 

“If nothing else, the greatest thing about food and beer pairings for 
me ... is that it narrows down the choices,” Engert says. With 1,940 craft 
breweries that were in business for all or part of 2011, according to the 
Brewers Association (Brcwersassociation.org), that’s no small feat.

The Pour Decision 


Always quaff craft beer from a glass. 

(Yes, that bottle has a Hipstamatic-worthy 
Label, but it's just a container for storing 
and transporting brews.) 

Glasses help you appreciate the aronna 
as you drink — and about 99 percent of 
beer's flavor Lies in its snneLL, ChurchKey's 
Greg Engert says. “Aronna is where you 
parse the nuances, where something goes 
from tasting sweet to tasting mildly sweet 
but fruity and toasty and nutty," he says. 
“So if you drink something from a can or 
bottle, you're robbing your nose of its duty 
to aromatically investigate the beer." 

And don't use just any gulping vessel, 
either. (We're Looking at you, pint glass.) 

“You have the $50 steak, the $100 wine, 
and just because I Like beer. I'm supposed 
to drink out of a bucket?" says Matt 
Rutkowski, vice president of beer glass 
producer SpiegeLau USA. “If you're being 
served in a thick, chunky glass of any kind, 
ask them for a wine glass." Pint glasses 
“are the worst thing you could put beer 


into," Rutkowski says, because they're not 
designed to keep the beer cool, nor at its 
most flavorfuL. The thicker the glass, the 
more quickly it will make the beer warm up, 
destroying its aromas and making it flatter. 

DC Brau's Jeff Hancock recommends 
using a thin tulip glass (not too different 
in shape from a standard wine glass) as 
a one-size-fits-aLL vessel for tasting. He 
even has detailed tasting instructions: “I 
wouldn't fill the glass all the way up — 
only halfway up the bulb. You'Ll get nice 
aromatics. Give it a good sniff, a good swirl 
around, take in the aroma, then taking in a 
bit, maybe a tablespoon's worth, on your 
palate, swish it around your tongue," and 
then swallow. That technique will give 
you a good sense of the flavor of the beer, 
forcing you to take your time to think about 
how it tastes. 

To take tastes to the next Level, use 
a glass that's designed for the specific 
beverage you're drinking (see below): 




Pilsner 


These curved beauties force smaller 
sips of strong, dark beers and focus the 
aroma near the rim. A flared lip helps 
bring beer to the tip of the tongue, 
where you taste sweetness. 

Varieties to try: Pearl Necklace Oyster Stout 
(shown. Flying Dog, Frederick, Md.); the Urban 
Farmhouse (3 Stars, Washington, D.C.) 


Shaped Like a traditional pint glass 
but thinner, this vessel will better 
showcase beer’s color and help 
balance hop smells. 

Varieties to try: Essential Pale Ale (shown, 
Port City, Alexandria); the Corruption IPA 
(DC Brau, Washington, D.C.); 90 Minute IPA 
(Dogfish Head, Milton, Del.) 


A tall, narrow glass keeps the 
beer at its proper temperature 
and channels the hops’ 
bitterness and bouquet straight 
to your nose. 

Varieties to try: Prima Pits (shown. 
Victory, Downingtown, Pa.); Downright 
Pilsner (Port City, Alexandria) 


A tall glass that curves in slightly 
helps you catch the fruity notes 
of these lighter beers; the wide 
opening encourages froth and 
makes it easy to drink big gulps. 

Varieties to try: the Love (shown, Starr 
Hill, Crozet, Va.); Witte Vos Witbier (Mad 
Fox, Falls Church, Va.)

Scaring Up Laughter 


The animated feature 
‘ParaNorman’ finds 
the humor in horror 

Film Review 

“I see dead people.” Thirteen years 
have passed since Haley Joel Osment 
whispered his confession to Bruce 
Willis in “The Sixth Sense.” 

But what if the supernatural 
premise behind M. Night Shya- 
malan’s ghostly thriller inspired 
laughs instead of scares? 

Then you’d have “ParaNorman ” 
a colorfully macabre stop -motion 
animation comedy that embrac- 
es the sociopolitical allegories of 
George Romero’s zombie pictures 
and reworks them into a feature- 
length episode of “Scooby-Doo.” 

“ParaNorman” creeps and crawls 
out of the mind of writer/co-direc- 
tor Chris Butler, a storyboard art- 
ist who honed his skills on “Corpse 


Bride” and “Coraline.” Here, he’s 
come up with a spooky, creature- 
infested campfire story laced with 
valuable lessons about teamwork, 
responsibility, courage and the cel- 
ebration of our inner outcast. 

That last trait is personified 
by Norman (Kodi Smit-McPhee), 
a quiet and unassuming middle- 
schooler who happens to be able to 
converse with the dead. On his daily 
walk to school, Norman interacts 
with long-dead gangsters, a para- 
chuted pilot hanging in a tree and 
roadkill. These restless spirits are 
kinder to Norman than the school 
bullies — led by the pea-brained 
Alvin (Christopher Mintz-Plasse) 
— who ostracize our hero.

We soon learn of a centuries- 
old curse cast by a disgruntled 
witch against the heretics in Nor- 
man’s town. For years, the witch’s 
spell had been kept at bay by Nor- 
man’s crazy uncle Qohn Goodman). 
But when he passes away, it’s up to 
Norman, his perturbed older sister 
(Anna Kendrick) and his mild-man- 
nered best friend (Tucker Albrizzi) 
to quell a zombie uprising. 

The film comes to life once the 
dead rise, which may make it too 
scary for the younger set. 

“ParaNorman,” in fact, belongs 
on the short list of animated fables 
that aim most of their messages at 
grown-ups. Adults will nod, sol- 
emnly, during a scene near the end 
where the zombies lurch through 
Norman’s town, absorb examples 
of our society’s pop culture and 
cower in fear. Because in “ParaNor- 
man,” the real monsters often look 
an awful lot like us. sean o’connell

Norman vs. Evil 

“ParaNorman,” about a kid who 
can talk to dead people, is different 
fronn a lot of horror nnovies. First, 
it's aninnated. Second, it's targeted 
toward kids. Butthefundannental 
difference is that, while nnost 
nnodern horror filnns are about fear, 
“ParaNornnan" is about evil. 

Whereas old- 
school horror filnns 
use scares as a 
way of exannining 
nnoral questions 
(“Frankenstein" isn't 
just about a nnonster), 
it seenns that most 
modern horror films 
are just out to scare the pants off 
of their audiences. “ParaNorman," 
which opens today, is scary in a 
deeper way, because the evil that 
Norman finds is much more difficult 
to conquer. I'm not going to go into 
specifics, but zombies are the least of 
his worries. 

Both fear and evil can be beaten. 
Usually we defeat fear by making 
whatever is scaring us go away — we 
squish the spider or turn on the lights 
to prove once again that there is no one 
coming into the house to murder us. 
Evil, as Norman finds out, is trickier. 

You can pretend it's not there. You 
can even contain it briefly, through 
violence or laws. But that evil you're 
up against doesn't consider itself evil; 
every evil thing thinks it's doing right. 
Evil doesn't go away until you find 
what's at the bottom of it, until you 
figure out what's preventing evil from 
being good.

A Shimmering ‘Sparkle* 


It's a weLL-worn story, 
but Houston's swan 
song proves poignant 


Film Review 

A sudsy, eye-catching bauble that 
should have been a pop-infused 
piece of escapism but instead turned 
into an unwitting elegy, “Sparkle” 
arrives freighted with more than its 
share of expectations. A remake of 
the beloved 1976 musical starring 
Irene Cara, the updated version 
will now forever be known as the 
final screen appearance of Whitney 
Houston, who died in February. 

While “Sparkle” doesn’t give 
the audience a lasting memory of 
Houston’s voice at its most soaring, 
it does manage to provide a linger- 
ing sense of loss, mixed with cele- 
bration and grim irony. 

Here, Houston plays the disap- 
proving mother of a daughter who 
longs to make it big as a singer; in a 
role that plays like a cautionary mir- 
ror version of Houston’s own fatal 
battles, she warns against the dep- 
redations of an industry that indulg- 
es and exploits young talent just as 
intently as it nurtures it.

a nightclub where Sparkle has per- 
suaded Sister to sing. 

In the course of Sister’s vamping, 
bombshell debut, she and Sparkle 
attract the attention of a manager 
who will persuade them to try for 
the big time. Fans familiar with the 
original — or any number of back- 
stage showbiz morality tales — know 
that plenty of hardship must ensue 
before the glitzy triumph. 

But in between the obstacles,

“Sparkle” may have begun as 
just a tuneful, diverting nostal- 
gia trip, but it turns out to be a 
surprisingly poignant swan song.

“Copper ” BBC America’s 
first original series, takes 
place in the last year of the 
Civil War, a time when Union victo- 
ry and Abraham Lincoln’s re-elec- 
tion were hardly certain. 

Tom Weston-Jones stars as 
Kevin Corcoran, an Irish immi- 
grant police officer from the squalid 
Five Points slum of New York, who 
rose to hero status in the Union 
Army only to return home to find 
his wife missing and his daugh- 
ter murdered. These two myster- 
ies provide underlying motivations 
for the brooding Corcoran. 

“Copper” is a rare show that 
assumes its viewers either know 
history or might be inspired to 
read more about it. It alludes to, but 
never explains, the curious politics 
of the time, including the fact that

many New Yorkers were anti-Lin- 
coln “Copperhead” Democrats and 
that the city had been rocked by the 
Irish anti-draft riots of 1863, the 
year before “Copper” begins. 

Corcoran’s associates and his 
work as a cop allow “Copper” to 
explore the social strata of New 
York City at the dawn of its Gild- 
ed Age. We move quickly from the 
grim Irish ghetto to the posh man- 
sions of the city’s aristocrats. While 


the aristocrats publicly support 
the uplift of the poor, particularly 
the “colored,” they are not above 
slumming, buying and selling poor 
women as playthings. 

“Copper” is richly textured 
and exciting to watch. It’s a bois- 
terous, if violent, reminder that 
history was made by men and 
women of passions and complex 
motivations not unlike our own.
